state. In order to substantiate his antagonism toward the

c, SDBJ12CT advanced it as his laajor political 
principle that since no trtsaty was concluded with the 
Slovak National Governoent after the lact world wari .the 
SI ovale Government still exi.;ted in international law 
and should be considered the rightful successor to the 
present Soviet -doninated regime in Czechoslovakia. Vtlth 
this concept in view, SUB.TECT stated his rejection of 
the Slovak constitutional plebiscite advocated by the 
expatriate leader Karol SIDOK and his Slcvolc National 
Council in Exiltj (Slovens.^’a Horodna Rada v Exilu).
